V. I. Lenin publicly acknowledged the fact 
that he owed his success to the great banks. 
When he rode through the streets of Moscow 
in a carriage at the time of the October revo- 
lution, he was jeered by patriotic Russians, 
who cried, “German agent! German agent! 
spy! traitor!’ 

George Orwell depicted the real role of the 
revolutionary in his novel “1984.” The young 
hero of the novel decided to rebel against the 
regime. He joined the underground, only to 
find that it was really run by big brother’s 
secret police. 

South American Communism offers an- 
other prime example. The Communist par- 
ties of South America are run by the bank- 
ers, landowners, and industrialists against 
whom they claim to be in rebellion. The dis- 
contented masses, wherever they can be 
swindled into joining the Communist party, 
are held firmly under control by it. The rich 
Marxist leaders live in fine houses, in the 
same posh suburbs as the Capitalist against 
whom they claim to be in rebellion. They 
have swimming pools and flashy Mercedes- 
Benz cars. They have air-conditioned houses, 
while their deluded followers live in jerry- 
built shacks. 

The “revolutionist” is always a phoney, al- 
ways a tool, always a fraud, always a quack. 
A deeply-entrenched ruling class does not tol- 
erate any real revolution against itself; but a 
ruling class which feels insecure often or- 
ganizes a subservient “revolutionary” party 
in order to channelize the discontents of the 
masses and to dissipate them harmlessly. This 
is the real function of the “Revolutionary.” 

The function of Christ is something else en- 
tirely. The function of Christ is to furnish 
man with his link to the kingdom which is 
not of this world. This is the real source of 
all higher human consciousness, of all high- 
level human “achievement. The present civili- 
zation exists only because for a thousand 
years the people of Europe went to churches 
on Sunday and filled themselves with higher 
consciousness which is not merely animal, 
but which comes from knowledge of the high- 
er law. 


The “Revolutionary” agitators will never’ 


bring justice or progress to the poor 
whom they profess to love. They have not the 
vital spark which generates human conscious- 
ness at the highest levels. Without this, 
their mere social agitations will end in noth- 
ingness and futility. Frederich Georg Juen- 
ger discusses the real sources of human well- 
being in the first chapter of his book “The 
Failure of Technology.” Juenger ex- 
plains that human well-being depends upon 
the development of the higher consciousness. 
If you have that, then riches flow from you 
and cannot be taken from you; if you have it 
not, you would be poor in the middle of a gold 
mine. There is a poverty which consists of 
not having, a condition which can be reme- 
died; and there is a poverty which consists of 
NOT BEING, which is a far worse thing. If 
you suffer the poverty which is NOT BEING, 
if you lack the higher consciousness, if you 
lack knowledge of the higher law, all of the 
gold in the world would not make you really 
rich, and you would not keep it very long, 
either. 

This is why jejune “Welfarism” of our 
time cannot really do anything for the poor. 
Its proposals are all mechanistic and artifici- 
al; it has no notion of giving the poor the in- 
calculable treasure which Christ gave, the 
treasure of a connection with the prime and 
basic source of all creativity and knowledge, 
a source of motivation and belief. Without 
this, our western civilization would never 
have existed. Nothing ever happens in the ex- 
ternal world which has not first happened in 


human consciousness. No locomotive, no air- | 


plane, no telegraph cables, no automobiles 

would exist without the mental form - life 

which Christian Europe shaped and made 

aware. r ;
